22 UP)—Reg­ 
istered lob b y ists spent more than 
two million dollars in connection 
with their “legislative interests” 
du ring the first six months of this 
y ear. 
That amou nt was reported b y 
more than 400 individu als and or­ 
ganizations who registered with 
the clerk of the Hou se and filed 
expense 
statements 
u nder 
the 
lob b y law. 
The $2,377,000 they reported 
having spent on their “legislative 
interests” u p to Ju ly 1 is slightly 
less 
than 
$2,702,000 
reported 
spent b y approximately 500 lob b y ­ 
ists du ring the first six months of 
19 52. 
The law contemplates listing ex­ 
penditu res for su ch things as pu b ­ 
lic relations, office expense, wages 
and 
salaries, 
gifts, 
overhead, 
travel, food, lodging and entertain­ 
ment. 
However, it is generally 
accepted on Capitol Hill that not 
all lob b y ists are registered and 
not all expenditu res reported. 
Also , many ex pense repo rts are 


not itemized althou gh the law 
say s they shou ld b e.

Tehran, Iran, Au g. 22 UP)—The 
triu mphant Shah of Iran retu rned 
from exile to his capital city to­ 
day to receive the emotion-packed 
homage of his follow’ers. 
Crow’ds jamming Tehran’s Mehr- 
ab ad Airport, wept openly as the 
33-y ear-old monarch—a fu gitive 
only a few’ day s ago—stepped from 
his private plane that b rou ght him 
from Baghdad, capital of neigh­ 
b oring Iraq. 
Tears came to his

Officials in ceremonial top hats 
and pin-striped

Yes, sir, it was exactly like last 
year when Eisenhower and Steven­ 
son were warming up for the deci­ 
sion that came in November.

Moves Like Athlete 
The 
President 
was 
bouncing 
around in his suite on the 32nd 
floor of the Waldorf with the easy, 
free-wheeling grace of a profes­ 
sional athlete. He was still wear­ 
ing a pair of army-issue officers 
shoes, the buckle-over type they 
sell in the PX. 
He looked a little thinner, much 
sharper, and 
very 
much 
more 
i sure of himself. He sat, talking 
deeply with Col. Harold Riegel- 
man, the GOP candidate for mayor 
of New York, apparently oblivious 
to the bedlam going on around 
him. The deep furrow that runs 
horizontally across the top of his 
nose, in moments of deep con­ 
cern, never appeared once during 
the day. He whipped through a 
crowded schedule like a very old 
hand at crowded schedules. 
In fact, it seemed to amuse him 
when Jim Hagerty, his press sec­ 
retary. gave the newsreel men 
I “just two seconds more" for their 
pictures.

Also, he declined to answer, di­ 
rectly, when he was asked wheth­ 
er he considers himself the leader 
of the Democratic party. 
But along with this, he said he 
intends to speak out on Sen. Jo­ 
seph McCarthy and on foreign 
policy. 
And, in his own way, he 
will work for his party,

job. A little advance p lanning will , 
save y ou both trouble and exp ense. ; 
One of the most commonly used j 
materials for new wall p aneling is 
inexp ensive fir p ly wood. The most \ 
economical grade for this job is a 
“one-side” p anel that has a good ! 
q uality face and a low q uality back 
where it can’t be seen when it is 
nailed into p lace. 
Because of the versatility of 
p ly wood, y ou can get any effect 
y ou want from a semi-textured 
effect to natural wood p aneling. In 
any case, joint treatm ents are 
imp ortant. You can cover them up 
but usually frank recognition of 
joints can add much to the archi­ 
tectural effect of the room. 
Plan Ahead 
Plan the p lacement of joints 
ahead of time to eliminate waste 
and for p leasing arrangem ent. A 
basic p rincip le is to start at op en­ 
ings with vertical joints and di­ 
vide the p lain wall sp aces in any 
p referred orderly joint p attern 
with either vertical or horizontal 
joints p redominating. 
Flat battens, half round mold­ 
ings or decorative moldings cover 
a simp le butt join and lend an 
imp ression of added height to the 
room. One of the simp lest and 
most attracive joints is a V made 
by beveling the edges of the p anel.

Many bridge players act as 
though declarers and defenders 
were two separate breeds of cat. 
They know all the normal de­ 
clarer’s plays, but they never 
think of making those same plays 
when they are defending. This 
curious mental attitude plagued 
West in today’s hand. 
West opened the three of 
spades, East put up the jack, and 
South won with the queen. South 
counted his tricks: two spades, 
four hearts, one diamond, and 
one club. Clubs seemed to be the 
suit most likely to furnish the 
ninth trick, so South led the nine 
of clubs and let it ride for a 
finesse. 
East won with the queen of 
clubs and naturally returned the 
eight of spades. South, holding 
the king and ten of spades, 
played the king — and West 
couldn’t resist, the temptation of 
capturing a king with an ace. 
Once West had used up his ace 
of spades on the second round of 
that suit the defense was doomed 
to failure.

Now let’s go back to West’s 
play on the second round of 
spades. If West had been playing 
the hand as declarer with five 
spades to the ace in one hand 
opposite three small spades in his 
partner’s hand he wouldn’t have 
taken his ace of spades so -early. 
He would naturally and automat­ 
ically let the first two spade 
tricks go, saving his ace for the 
third round of the suit. He should 
have done exactly the same thing 
as a defender. 
See what happens if West re­ 
fuses the second round of spades. 
South must try another club 
finesse, and East wins with the 
king of clubs. East then leads his 
last spade, and West takes the 
ace of spades. West is now in 
position to take his last two 
spades, and the defenders set the 
contract with three spade tricks 
and two clubs.

Special livestock loans, au­ 
thorized by recent legislation, are 
1 now available to eligible farmers 
and ranchers in this locality, it 
was announced today by F. A. 
Norman, supervisor of the Farm- 
¡ers Home Administration for 
Dutchess, Greene, Sullivan and 
Ulster counties. 
Purpose of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture’s new loans is 
to provide temporary credit to 
; livestock producers to continue 
their operations, after suffering 
economic difficulties caused by the 
drop in cattle prices. 
! Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson has given top re­ 
sponsibility for the new program 
to R. B. McLeaish, national ad­ 
ministrator of the Farmers’ Home 
Administration. FHA state and 
county offices will disburse the 
funds, collect the loans, and serv­ 
ice the accounts. 
Those Who May Borrow 
In each locality, a livestock 
loan committee appointed by the 
secretary of agriculture, considers 
applications. FHA county commit­ 
teemen are temporarily serving in 
courUies designated by the Presi­ 
dent as drouth disaster areas. For 
the counties of Dutchess, Greene, 
Sullivan and Ulster, members are: 
L. R. Simons, director of exten­ 
sion: Robert J. Howard, state 
PMA chairman, and R. Tyler 
Space, state director, FHA. 
Established producers of cattle, 
sheep, and goats may borrow if 
they cannot get the credit they 
need from customary sources, if 
' they have good records of opera­ 
tions, and if the credit would give 
i them a reasonable chance to suc­ 
ceed.Loans may be used to buy or 
produce feed, pay for grazing 
permits, rent farm buildings, pas­ 
ture, and feed crop land: replace, 
hire, or repair farm machinery 
and equipment, build and repair 
i fences, move livestock as to and 
from grazing places; repair or im­ 
prove livestock and domestic 
water supplies; and pay essential 
j living expenses and costs of main­ 
taining farm and ranch buildings. 
Payable in Three Years 
Under the program, which ex- 
i pires in July of 1955, loans bear 
five per cent interest and are re­ 
payable over periods up to three 
years.

Joint details and application 
methods in wood paneled rooms 
can make or break the finished 
job. A little advance planning will 
save you both trouble and expense. 
One of the most commonly used 
materials for new wall paneling is 
inexpensive fir plywood. The most 
economical grade for this job is a 
“one-side” panel that has a good 
quality face and a low quality back 
where it can’t be seen when it is 
nailed into place. 
Because of the versatility of 
plywood, you can get any effect 
you want from a semi-textured 
effect to natural wood paneling. In 
any case, joint treatments are 
important. You can cover them up 
but usually frank recognition of 
joints can add much to the archi­ 
tectural effect of the room.

Alaskan railro aders co uld g et up quite 
an arg ument as to whether their co untry ’s 
climate o r Co ng ress were mo re o f a handi­ 
cap to their railro ad. Perhaps the answer 
will be disco v ered by the ro ad’s new mana­ 
g er, Frank E. Kalbaug h, a div isio n superin­ 
tendent o f the So uthern Pacific Railro ad. 
He is o n lo an fro m the So uthern Pacific 
with the assig nment o f reo rg anizing and im­ 
pro v ing the Alaskan line. 
The Alaska Railro ad was a pro ject o f 
President Wilso n’s administratio n, tho ug h 
co nstructio n was no t co mpleted until 19 23. 
Its 356 miles are built o n a partially fro zen 
ro adbed which buckles in co ld weather. Run- 
ing thro ug h half a do zen mo untain rang es, 
it is subject to slides o f sno w, ro ck and mud 
thro ug ho ut the y ear. Fo r a lo ng time it was 
badly laid o ut with unnecessary curv es, and 
had po o r equipment. These defects were 
remedied under the Truman administratio n, 
and in J une, 19 51 daily passeng er serv ice was 
beg un. Ro undho uses and terminal equip­ 
ment hav e been g reatly impro v ed. 
No w the ro ad is in po sitio n to pay its way , 
which, to Co ng ress’ dissatisfactio n, it has 
nev er do ne befo re. It had better because in 
the near future it will face co mpetitio n fro m 
new hig hway s like the Alcan. Alaska will 
need a co mbinatio n o f the two , if it is to be 
dev elo ped. 


h a ll To f" HISTORY 
A shrine dedicated to the histo ry and 
ideals o f America is to be built o n Pine 
Mo untain, sev enty miles fro m Atlanta and 
near Warm Spring s, Geo rg ia. It is to be 
called the Hail o f Our Histo ry and will co n­ 
tain fig ures and wo rds carv ed in g ranite so 
that future g eneratio ns may be kept aware 
o f their heritag e. 
The building will be 415 feet lo ng and 253 
feet wide. The mild climate o f the area per­ 
mits the building to be ro o fless and the 
splendo r and g randeur o f the sky o v erhead 
will add majesty to the shrine. 
There will be panels telling o f the disco v ­ 
ery o f America and o f the Lewis and Clark 
ex peditio n. Other impo rtant phases o f o ur 
histo ry will be co mmemo rated in g ranite. 
There will be inscriptio ns o f names and fa­ 
mo us phrases that hav e echo ed thro ug ho ut 
time. Statues o f Washing to n and Linco ln 
will stand as memo rials to the difficult day s 
in which they led the natio n. 
A natio n must keep its ey es turned to ward 
the future. But a dedicatio n to the thing s 
which were g o o d and g lo rio us in their past 
help a peo ple to face their future with 
g reater faith and co urag e.

MADLY UNREALISTIC 
It is o ften said that peo ples who speak the 
same lang uag e hav e an affinity fo r each o ther. 
The Germany o f the kaisers so tho ro ug hly be­ 
liev ed in this theo ry that wherev er 'the Germans 
went, they pro mpted the use o f the German lan­ 
g uag e. The French hav e also so ug ht to dev elo p 
French as the seco nd lang uag e and fo r many cen­ 
turies succeeded. Eng lish made its o wn way with 
little pressure fro m any g o v ernment. 
The United States and Great Britain no t o nly 
speak the same lang uag e but hav e the same 
basic laws and traditio ns. It sho uld be a simple 
matter fo r these two peo ples to co nv ey ideas and 
purpo ses to each o ther witho ut the impediment o f 
ling uistics. Nev ertheless, the truth is that they 
do no t ev en g rasp each o ther’s co ncepts and while 
we, in the United States, hav e cultiv ated assiduo us­ 
ly a sentimentality to ward Great Britain, o ften 
ex ceeding o ur o wn self-lo v e, the British co ntinue 
to believ e that we are mad children, rich in ma­ 
terial thing s but alto g ether unwo rthy o f being 
taken serio usly . To o y o ung , y o u kno w! 
The Lo ndo n “ Daily Herald” o f J uly 
21, under 
the heading , “ No , No , Mr. Kno wland,” has the 
fo llo wing to say : 
“Thank you , Senator Knowland, for telling 
a 
Herald rep orter so frank ly you r views on the in­ 
ternational situ ation. 
“They frighten u s. 
. 
“You r opposition to adm itting China to the 
United Nations soon after a Korean peace is madly 
u nrealistic.” 
The phrase, “madly u nrealistic,” mu st be a re­ 
minder to u s that we are in many respects an ideal­ 
istic people. We really tu rn the other cheqk in ou r 
international relations, otherwise there cou ld have 
been no Marshall Plan, no rebu ilding of the cou n­ 
tries of ou r enemies, no participation in two major 
foreign wars into w'hich the American people (as 
distinct from their government) entered to save 
Great Britain. There cou ld have been no ou tpou ring 
of billions of dollars of national wealth to Eu rope 
and Asia as a gift from the American taxpayer. 
If the American people were not “madly u nrealis­ 
tic,” the United Nations wou ld have been situ ated 
in Paris or London or Geneva, and the bu lk of it» 
expense wou ld not have been borne by the Amer­ 
ican taxpayer; nor wou ld we have gone into the 
Korean war, nor W’ou ld we have averted victory 
to please ou r allies. 
This America is an idealistic nation and the 
people have avoided and even evaded realism be­ 
cau se they actu ally believe that goodness will pro- 
vail. Their roots are in the prophets of the Old 
Testament. Maybe that is a wrong view', bu t the 
Americans are u nchangeable in their rejection of 
Satan. This is paradoxical in a people who seem so 
practical; yet it is a correct description of u s, for 
otherwise w'hen taxes are so high, we shou ld not 
have tithed ou rselves to the bu rsting point in 
maintaining ou r enormou s charitable, religiou s and 
cu ltu ral institu tions withou t government aid. 
Maybe the realistic British, the logical French, 
the thrifty Japanese and the hk rd-headed Ger­ 
mans cannot u nderstand u s, bu t a glance at the 
250 o dd religiou s sects in ou r cou ntry is a living 
proof of the endless search among ou r people for 
the laws of God. In this idealism, America man­ 
ages somehow to be practical and even to prosper. 
No greater service can one do to an u nder­ 
standing of America by Great Britain, the cou n­ 
try of ou r langu age, than to try to explain this 
cou ntry not in terms of au tomobiles and refrig­ 
erators bu t in terms of the essential idealism of 
its people. If the British and the French and all 
the other nations cou ld k now and believe that the 
United States is actu ally “madly u nrealistic,” as 
the “Daily Herald” says, and that the American 
people instinctively pu t right above expediency, 
that even when ou r politicians try to be expedient, 
they fail becau se it Is u nnatu ral with them, they 
w’ou ld better u nderstand ou r cou ntry to their great- 
| er advantage. 
And yet on the su bject of Commu nist China, 
the American people are not “madly u nrealistic.” 
They recognize the immorality of aggression and 
they do not condone it. They have been called u pon 
to contribu te not only w’ealth bu t to expend 
their sons becau se of a senseless aggression. They 
fear that a pu ffed-u n. flattered Commu nist China 
will “volu nteer” in Indo-China in Bu rma, in Ma­ 
laya. They do not wish to he called u pon again 
to bail ou t their allies with American treasu re 
and American lives. They are very realistic abou t 
that.

THE IMPORTANT VITAMIN B12 
It is interesting to follow the findings of ou r 
nu trition experts as they discover the u ses of the 
variou s vitamins in k eeping the body healthy and 
preventing diseases du e to lack of vitamins. It 
wou ld seem that each vitamin in tu rn has had its 
periods of being the “chief” of the vitamins, bu t, 
at present, vitamin B and its combinations occu py 
the spotlight. For years vitamin Bl, the bu ilder 
of nerves and appetite, was so popu lar that it was 
said that half the physicians in the United States 
and Canada were tak ing vitamin Bl themselves 
to enable them to do their daily work . 
While vitamin Bl is still popu lar with physi­ 
cians and patients, the recently discovered and 
investigated vitamin B12 appears to be almost 
generally u sed for its all rou nd body-bu ilding ef­ 
fects.

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ALASKAN RAILROAD 
Alaskan railroaders could get up quite 
an argument as to whether their country’s 
climate or Congress were more of a handi­ 
cap to their railroad. Perhaps the answer 
will be discovered by the road’s new mana­ 
ger, Frank E. Kalbaugh, a division superin­ 
tendent of the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
He is on loan from the Southern Pacific 
with the assignment of reorganizing and im­ 
proving the Alaskan line. 
The Alaska Railroad was a project of 
President Wilson’s administration, though 
construction was not completed until 1923. 
Its 356 miles are built on a partially frozen 
roadbed which buckles in cold weather. Run- 
ing through half a dozen mountain ranges, 
it is subject to slides of snow, rock and mud 
throughout the year.

MADLY UNREALISTIC 
It is often said that peoples who speak the 
same language have an affinity for each other. 
The Germany of the kaisers so thoroughly be­ 
lieved in this theory that wherever *the Germans 
went, they prompted the use of the German lan­ 
guage. The French have also sought to develop 
French as the second language and for many cen­ 
turies succeeded. English made its own way with 
little pressure from any government. 
The United States and Great Britain not only 
speak the same language but 
have the same 
basic laws and traditions. It should be a simple 
matter for these two peoples to convey ideas and 
purposes to each other without the impediment of 
linguistics. Nevertheless, the truth is that they 
do not even grasp each other’s concepts and w’hile 
we, in the United States, have cultivated assiduous­ 
ly a sentimentality toward Great Britain, often 
exceeding our own self-love, the British continue 
to believe that we are mad children, rich in ma­ 
terial things but altogether unworthy of being 
taken seriously. Too young, you know! 
The London “Daily Herald” of July 21, under 
the heading, “No, No, Mr. Knowland,” has the 
following to say: 
“Thank you, Senator Knowland, for telling a 
Herald reporter so frankly your views on the in­ 
ternational situation. 
“They frighten us. 
“Your opposition to admitting China to the 
United Nations soon after a Korean peace is madly 
unrealistic.” 
The phrase, “madly unrealistic,” must be a re­ 
minder to us that we are in many respects an ideal­ 
istic people. We really turn the other cheak in our 
international relations, otherwise there could have 
been no Marshall Plan, no rebuilding of the coun­ 
tries of our enemies, no participation in two major 
foreign wars into which the American people (as 
distinct from their government) entered to save 
Great Britain. There could have been no outpouring 
of billions of dollars of national wealth to Europe 
and Asia as a gift from the American taxpayer. 
If the American people were not “madly unrealis­ 
tic,” the United Nations would have been situated 
in Paris or London or Geneva, and the bulk of its 
expense would not have been borne by the Amer­ 
ican taxpayer; nor would we have gone into the 
Korean war, nor would we have averted victory 
to please our allies. 
This America is an idealistic nation and the 
people have avoided and even evaded realism be­ 
cause they actually believe that goodness will pre­ 
vail. Their roots are in the prophets of the Old 
Testament. Maybe that is a wrong view, but the 
Americans are unchangeable in their rejection of 
Satan. This is paradoxical in a people who seem so 
practical: yet it is a correct description of us, for 
otherwise when taxes are so high, we should not 
have tithed ourselves to the bursting point in 
maintaining our enormous charitable, religious and 
cultural institutions without government aid. 
Maybe the realistic British, the lógica1 French, 
the thrifty Japanese and the hHrd-headed Ger­ 
mans cannot understand vis, but a glance at the 
250 odd religious sects in our country is a living 
proof of the endless search among our people for 
the laws of God. In this idealism, America m an­ 
ages somehow to be practical and even to prosper. 
No greater service can one do to an under­ 
standing of America bv Great Britain, the coun­ 
try of our language, than to try to explain this 
country not in terms of automobiles and refrig­ 
erators but in terms of the essential idealism of 
its people. If the British and the French and all 
the other nations could know and believn that the 
United States is actually “madly unrealistic,” as 
the “Daily Herald” says, and that the American 
people instinctively put right above expediency, 
that even when our politicians try to be expedient, 
they fail because it is unnatural with them, they 
would better understand our country to their great­ 
er advantage. 
And yet on the subject of Communist China, 
the American people are not “madly unrealistic.” 
They recognize the immorality of aggression and 
they do not condone it. They have been called upon 
to contribute not only wealth but 
to exnend 
their sons because of a senseless aggression. They 
fear that a puffed-un. flattered Communist China 
will “volunteer” in Indo-China in Burma, in Ma­ 
laya. They do not wish to he called upon again 
to bail out their allies with American treasure 
and American lives.

Man y of m an ’s worst en emies 
prefer to live in the d ark. They’re 
n ot so d an gerous when the light 
is turn ed on . Tuberculosis, the No. 
1 killer amon g in fectious d iseases, 
is on e of these. 
The id eal livin g con d ition s for 
the TB germ, the tubercle bacil­ 
lus, are foun d in the warm, moist, 
d ark shelter of the human bod y. 
Supplied with food from the tis­ 
sues. the bacilli thrive an d re­ 
prod uce. The bod y d efen se forces 
attem pt to imprison the germs, 
build in g a n etwork of cells an d 
fibers aroun d the area of in fec­ 
tion . The germs may d ie or they 
may live on , held in check by the 
police cells. 
If 
the 
bod y 
d efen ses 
are 
weaken ed by illn ess or some spe­ 
cial strain , the captive germs may 
break out an d spread through the 
bod y slowly or, sometimes, ex­ 
plosively: this mean s real trouble, 
actual d isease. 
The tubercle bacillus can in fect 
practically every part of the hu­ 
man bod y, but prefers to set up 
head quarters in the lun gs. The

germs 
usually slid es by un n oticed . Even 
when the d isease breaks out, it 
may work quietly in the d ark 
with few warn in g symptoms for 
mon ths or years. When symptoms 
appear, the d isease may be in an 
ad van ced stage, d ifficult to cure. 
But there is a ray of light 
that can pen etrate the d ark re­ 
cesses of the bod y an d fin d TB 
even in an early stage. Tuber­ 
culosis can n ot hid e from the in ­ 
visible light of the X-ray. Thous­ 
an d s of people are alive tod ay be­ 
cause,

the aid of X-ray 
photographs, the d isease was d iag­ 
n osed before it was too late for 
recovery. Every ad ult should have 
a chest X-ray with his an n ual

Health for All 


Light on TB 
Many of man’s worst enemies 
prefer to live in the dark. They’re 
not so dangerous when the light 
is turned on. Tuberculosis, the No. 
1 killer among infectious diseases, 
is one of these. 
The ideal living conditions for 
the TB germ, the tubercle bacil­ 
lus, are found in the warm, moist, 
dark shelter of the human body. 
Supplied with food from the tis­ 
sues, the bacilli thrive and re­ 
produce. The body defense forces 
attempt to imprison the germs, 
building a network of cells and 
fibers around the area of infec­ 
tion. The germs may die or they 
may live on, held in check by the 
police cells. 
If 
the 
body 
defenses 
are 
weakened by illness or some spe­ 
cial strain, the captive germs may 
break out and spread through the 
body slowly or, sometimes, ex­ 
plosively; this means real trouble, 
actual disease. 
The tubercle bacillus can infect 
practically every part of the hu­ 
man body, but prefers to set up 
headquarters in the lungs. The 
first infection with TB germs 
usually slides by unnoticed. Even 
when the disease breaks out. it 
may work quietly in the dark 
with few warning symptoms for 
months or years. When symptoms 
appear, the disease may be in an 
advanced stage, difficult to cure. 
But there is a ray of light 
that can penetrate the dark re­ 
cesses of the body and find TB 
even in an early stage. Tuber­ 
culosis cannot hide from the in­ 
visible light of the X-ray. Thous­ 
ands of people are alive today be­ 
cause, with the aid of X-ray 
photographs, the disease was diag­ 
nosed before it was too late for 
recovery. Every adult should have 
a chest X-ray with his annual 
physical examination to make 
sure that TB isn’t hiding in the 
dark.

She recently an­ 
noyed Mrs. P. by criticizing the disapproval she expressed when her 
three-year-old Buzzie refused to eat his prune whip. 
"Buzzie doesn't like prunes, so I went to some trouble to disguise 
them in a whip,” Mrs. P. writes. “My sister didn't think this important 
at ail. She said that it was wrong to show irritation at Buzzie for his 
refusal to eat the dessert. 1 think this is over-conscientious and 
‘faddy.’ Don’t you agree?” 
No, I don’t. I think we have no more moral right to withdraw 
approval from Buzzie because he disagrees with us over a corta.n des­ 
sert than the late Adolph Hitler had a right to slap down people who 
disagreed with him on Aryan supremacy. 
Whether we have spent time and effort working over a dessert or 
a theory of racial superiority, the fact that we have worked over them 
uoes nui entitle us to force them down the throats of those who feel 
distate for them. 
So the point of view of Mrs. P.’s sister is not that of a “faddy” 
young nursery school teacher at all. It is the point of view’ of someone 
who believes in respect for the convictions of others. 
Our relationship with children suffers all kinds of damage when 
we do not recognize the immemorial principle of tyranny in demands 
that they exchange their convictions for ours. 
There is all the difference in the world between requiring necessary 
behavior from Buzzie -and forcing him to change his mind in return 
for our approval. One is protection of Buzzie; the other is mental 
interference. 
It is sometimes necessary to force certain action on Buzzie. He 
may, for example bo convinced that he does not wish to leave the 
park at suppcrtime. He may defend his conviction with screams and 
kicks. Under such circumstances, we may have to carry him home. 
But to carry Buzzie home and to sell him the idea that he’s "bad” 
not ot share our point ot view’ are two utterly different forms of con- 
trol.

Í ers." In describing the firm the 
author of the book wrote: “More 
than 50 years ago (about 1848) 
j M..J. Madden established the firm, 
I which is now’ being continued by 
his sons. These young men are 
j among the most .prominent deal­ 
ers in the trade in Rondout. They 
conduct a large wholesale and re­ 
tail business, in wines and liquors, 
at 22 Broadway. 
A large and 
carefully selected stock is kept 
constantly on bund including the 
most celebrated distillations of 
fine rye and Bourbon whiskies, 
embracing such brands as J. E. 
Pepper, Old Crow, Hermitage. 
Mount Vernon, of which they are 
sole agents. They also have gins, 
brandies, California ports and 
sherries." The building as I knew 
it in later years, housed S. E. 
Eighmey’s department store. Later 
it was taken down and now the 
Rondout Savings Bank is in that 
exact spot. So passed a half a 
century or more on the corner of 
Broadway and Mill street. 
Another establishment which 
was illustrated was the Connelly 
Drug Co. 
Photo shows a long 
soda counter with tall chairs and 
the wall soda fountain such as my 
father had in his own store years 
ago at 46 Broadway. The fixtures 
are also of interesting design rep­ 
resenting the drug trade emblem 
and of beautifullv finished quar­ 
tered oak and a massive plate 
glass mirror in rear of store. “The 
Connelly Drug Co. was started 
April 1, 1897, at 42 Broadway in 
Rondout.” on same side of the 
street as above establishment. 
“From its start,” the author 
writes, “the firm has been unusu­ 
ally successful and the business 
has so increased that in April of 
1898, it was found necessary to 
seek larger quarters. The store 
on the corner of Broadway and 
the Strand was leased for a term 
of years. It is, without exception, 
the finest drug store in Kingston 
and the finest store of its kind in 
New YTork state,” the author 
wrote. As I remember, it was a 
double, roomy store. 
"A costly 
and ornate soda water fountain, 
built of marble and Mexican onyx 
i in this store is one of the sights in 
the city. The store is illuminated 
by both gas and electricity. The 
ceiling is of metal, handsomely 
decorated; and revolving fans cool 
the air and cause many to visit 
the place in search of delicious 
iced drinks on warm days.” They 
further go on to tell about its fine 
window decorations, mail order 
business, toilet articles, and drug 
and prescription trade. As I re­ 
member thev also had a full 
length mirror built right into their 
front, between the two windows 
so that folks passing hv could 
look at themselves. As far as I 
know that mirror is still there. 
In years to come the ‘«tore moved 
across the sirect into ihe Mansion 
House Building. Today the store 
is owned by Pharmacist Carl 
Weber. 
This store has given 
some 66 years of continuous serv­ 
ice to the people of Rondout.

New York, Aug. 22 </P>— Ford 
Frick, one of the biggest support-1 
ers of major league expansion, 
says it will take more than a ball 
park for an ambitious city to get 
a big league franchise. 
In an interview he blew the ¡ 
whistle 
on 
cities 
which 
have 
talked eagerly of building or buy­ 
ing a park w’ith the idea that a 
major league ball club will drop in 
their laps. 
“There is only one way in the 
world to transfer a major league 
franchise to a minor league town,” 
Frick warned. “That is an orderly 
process, outlined in the baseball 
rules. 
“The first step is to satisfy the 
local owner. The second is to 
satisfy the league in whose terri­ 
tory you wish to move. The third 
step is approval by your own ma­ 
jor league.” 
Frick said he was sick and tired 
of reading in the papers about 
somebody talking of building a 
ball park to get a big league club 
when “to the best of my knowl­ 
edge, they haven’t talked with the 
fellow who owns the minor league 
club in that town.” 
Slap at Veeck 
Frick has been on record for a 
long time in favor of a third ma­ 
jor league in the future. Even be­ 
fore he became commissioner of 
the sport he was talking in favor 
of franchise moves. 
“I just want to see it done in 
an orderly system.” 
Frick said he wasn't taking a 
slap at Bill Veeck, owner of the 
St. Louis Browns, who has been 
shopping openly for a new home. 
“Veeck has a problem and he 
knows what must be done,” the 
commissioner said. 
But at the same time Frick de­ 
clined to predict that Veeek or 
anyone else would move before 
the 1954 season. 
In reply to a direct question 
along those lines he said: 
“I wouldn’t want to answer 
th a t”
